LESSONS OF A TRAGIC TWELVE MONTHS. | knell of the economic isolation 


From Unparalleled Prosperity to Severest Slump. - 


——- 


‘Little more than a year ago the United States of America ap- 
peared to have solved the riddle of economic well-being, which was 
denied to other countries. It was a beacon of hope for the rest of 
mankind . . .'the climax and vindication of undiluted capitalism. 

Suddenly that country found itself plunged into the darkness of 
a slump as severe as anything the modern world has yet suffered, 
even including the dreadful “Hungry Forties.” 

The effect of this experience on American psychology is the 
subject of the following article. 


Has there ever been quite so 
precipitnte or unexpected a catas- 
trophe? Little more than a year 
ago the United States was driving 
nlong nat tremendous speed, the 
wheels of industry and commerce 
. | turning faster and faster, export 
trade expanding in every direc- 
‘ition, stock-market soaring to un- 
dreamed of heights, employment 
und profits abundant, comfort, and 
luxury spread more widely and 
deeply over the land than in any 
country at any time. 

“The bolder economists were 
prophesying the dawn of a new 
ago in which prosperity would bo 
permanent, based.on high produc- 
tion, high wages and high con- 
sumption: of an insatiable home 
market. Even the President's 
Committee on Recent Economic 
Changes summed ‘up its masterly 
survey last year with the words, 
‘Our situation is fortunate; out 


“Within five years one workman 
was enabled to turn out ten times 
as many tyres, which lasted six 
times as long. Where hundreds 
of operatives would have been. for- 
merly employed, glass now auto- 
matically flows out in an endless 
band with a few.men to check the 
temperature. of the furnaces. A 
similar process has been success- 
fully applied to motor car chassis. 

Dependence on Export Trade. 

“If only 14.5 per cent. of the 
boot factories were operated full 
time they would produce 95 per 
cent, of the total production, thus 
crowding out most of the other 
establishments, The automobile 
plants of the United States pro- 
duced 5,358,420 vehicles in 1929, 
and almost certainly were not 
working to full capacity. The

“In twelve short monthe,” sayz 
the Round Table, “this pleture of 
unparalleled prosperity was trans- 
formed into the severest slump 
which America has ever experlenc- 
ed. Within one year after the 
| Wall Street crash the. combined 
average value of fifty representa- 
tive stocks dropped from nearly 
$260 to $160. It is now lower 
still. Production in almost every 
industry of importance had been 
reduced in spectacular propor- 
tions. 

-“It was stated that by Novem- 
ber 8 the stecl industry was work- 
ing to 44 per cent. of its capacity. 
The October output of private 
motor cars was 112,209 as against 
in 1929 and 338,224: in 
1928. In practically every trade 
the slump proceeded as winter 
drew on. With the decline of the 
home market the collapse of the}. 
export market- kept pace as the 
world depression deepened.» For 
the first six months of 1980 the 
Department ‘of Commerce reported 
a drop In values of 20,9. per cent.

“Not only ‘were manufactured

If America starts to 
burn surplus wheat when people 
are hungry elsewhere in the 
world, that fire will start a con- 
flagration which we cannot stop.

For manufac- 
ture the solution is the same as 
for agriculture. ‘As our produc: 
tion per man increases in our fac- 
tories, and goes beyond the power 
of our consumption, we must ex:

As one American writ- 
er pithily expressed it:

The Unit- 
ed States continues to’ live in 
the intellectual atmosphere of 
Jeffersonian individualism, Its 


administrative system is rough: ] 


ly the same as in the days of 
Jackson. Its philosophy of in- 
ternational relatiohs is inherit. 
ed from Hamilton. It repeats 
the Declaration of Independence 
as if nothing had happened 
since 1776, . . . It does not see

ing production: to reasonable 
levels. Rattonalisation . [tself is 
in need of rationalisation, In the 
face of a growing overseas trade 
the philosophy of high protection 
is boing subjected to a critical re- 
examination, 

“In a word, the old bottles Will 
not hold the new wine of prosper: 
ity. An ora of unexampled pro- 
greas has been brought to a sum- 
mary end, It was the final 
flourish of individualism and isola- 
tion, A new: period is now begins 
ning in which prosperity will be 
gradually rebuilt, for the founda- 
but by methods 
based * on-the needs of the new 
world rather than the habits of 
the old. The scope of this fresh 
effort and the conditions of its 
success are once more lucidly de- 
fined by Mr. Owen Young, whos 
words are .a fitting summary ot 
this interpretation of America in 
the great deprossion:— 


‘When our political policy in, 
international affairs becomes co- 
operative in spirit, which need 
not involve us in entanglements 
or alliances; when our economic 
policy looks to the economic de- 
velopment of the world as a 
whole and the improvement of 
living standard and consuming 
power of peoples everywhere; 
when our tariffs and our treaties 
are made to evidence this spirit; 
then we may hope for effective 
plans for farm relief, for reduc: 
tion of our surplus of raw 
materials and 
goods, for relief ‘of unemploy- 
ment, and for what is most im- 
portant of all, a better. spirit of 
all nations towards us and to- 
ward each other. That means 
peace, and peace thrives in a 
world of contentment and mutual 
welfare. It cannot Hve in a 
world or in a nation where 
there are great Inequalities and 
injustices caused by man-made 
barricra’.”

They are going to protest: 


Against the suggestion that

Against the exclusion of the 


public from-an increasing number 
of enclosed portions of the Park; 

Against the “inadequate” speed 
limit notices; 

Against the possibility of build. 
ings appearing where the Botanic 
Gardens are now. 

Regent’s Park is the most “rey 
sidential” of al) London parks. In 
the stately houses which border it 


there live many © distinguished 
M.P.s,° professional men. and 
artiste. 


Some of them regard Mr, Lans- 
bury as too impetuous; they aay 
that his “Brighter Parks” schemes 
drive pence from the few 
places where it should be found. 

Mr. J. Hutchinson, hon. treasurer 
of the Regent's Park Protection 
Committee, which is organising 
the meeting, told me that one 
scheme which has not met with 
general approval is the cutting off 
of a “beautiful glade” for the pur- 
pose of children sun-bathing. 

Public Kept Out. 

“It is questionable,” said Mr. 
Hutchinson, “whether any part of 
a public park should be railed off 
and labelled ‘private.’ Then there 
are other parts from which the 
public are exeluded—one jet for 
the purpose of a golf school, an- 
other to be used, I believe, as a 
playing field—not a public one. 

' “We do not. like the tendency. 
There is a pond which was put 
down about a year ago for children 
to play in, 

“It is not a success and peonte 
who used to find at that spot a 
haven of rest complain about it. 

“It should be filled up and turf- 
ed over again, 

“The new running track—thore 
are no complaints about that, It is’ 
a public amenity. 

“But the suggestion of a Winter 
Garden conjures up unpleasant 
possibilities. It might meap ao 
pleasure place of the ‘hurdy-gurdy’ |}, 
type, which would be likely to at- 
tract rowdles. 

_ Open Afr Dances. 

“There have been other schemes 
of ‘that kind in London which have 
ended in the places coming into 
disrepute. 

“I believe Mr. Lansbury favour: 
open-air dancing in Regent’s Park. 
Is that necéssary or desirable? 

“The meeting will ‘no doubt ex- 
press an opinion.” 

Mr. Hutchinson referred to an 
old bone of contention—the speed 
of cars and motor-cycles in the 
Park... 

“We do not blame the motorists 
—but there should be more and 
larger warnings of the speed limit, 
illuminated at night. 

“How can motorists be expected 
to keep inside the Hmit with the 
notices as they are now? 

“Recently we took a census apd 
found that more than 11,000 care 
and motor-cycles entered the Park 
in aix hours. ‘The number exceeds 
half a million a month. 

“At night those who cannot ‘B09 
the notices may speed at 60 miles 
an hour, so that they are a menace 
to safety and make a terrible nolae. 

“We claim to have got the apeod 
limit in the parks reintroduced 
through our préssure—and now we 
want it made more effective. 

“As for the future of the Botanic 
Gardens—that is very, much in the 
air. 

“But I think many of us would | 
regret the sppearance.of any furs 
ther buildings such as {it has been 
suggested might form a ‘Folk-lore 
Village’ on the site.”

Restaurant’s Future 
Undecided. - 


The Kit-Cat Restaurant in the 
Haymarket, one of London’s most 
fashionable establishments, open- 
ed its doors on March 14 for an 

* hour and a half only. 

Soon after eight o'clock the 
uniformed cloak-room attendants 
and a handful of waiters were on 
duty, and the establishment was 
opened, 

The tables in the Tudor Room 
on the ground floor were laid as 
usual, but all the other rooms, 
except the lounge, were ‘in dark- 
ness, 

A few customers arrived but de- 
parted on being informed that 
there would be no cabaret, no 
dancing, and no band. 

At 9.80 the head waiter left, and 
the other waitera began to strip 
the tables of their lnen and 
cutlery. The order to turn out the 
Nghts and close was given by the 
manager a few minutes after ten 
o’clock. . é 
‘ The management, by opening 
the restaurant for a: few hours, 
prevented the lapse of the licence, 
which requires that the establish- 
ment ‘shall be open to the public 
for some period every day. 

The first persons to be given an 
inkling of anything unusual hap- 
pening were the members of the 
band, and the cabaret artistes. 
When they arrived they found 
. waiters walking about in their 
private clothes, attendants. folding 
up their uniforms, ard chairs, and 
tables in disorder everywhere.

THE KIT-CAT MAY |LOCUST SWARMS 30; 


MILES LONG. 


Invasion Takes Place. 
Every 13th Year. 


Swarms of locusts thirty’ miles 
long, coming from Arabia, were a 
feature of the report made by Mr 
Ballard, of the Plant Protection 
Society, at the locust conference 
in Bagdad at which all the Middle 
East States were represented. 

Mr. Ballard pointed out that tho 
home of the locust fs the Sudan. 
{t travels to Arabifa and from 
there to Palestine. He said that 
locust invasions on a large scalu 
pppeared to take place every thir- 
teen years. Records available 
only go back as far as 1790, but 
from that time to the present day 
every thirteen years has seen an 
invasiqn. Biblical records, of 
course, show that the plague goes 
back to the beginning of history. 

Coming to recent times, there 
was a Blight disturbance in the 
locust world in 1927, which was 
probably ‘the vague stirring which 
preceded-the invasion of two years 
later. In April, 1928, locusts were 
more active and some swarme en- 
tered Arabia and laid their eggs 
there. In October, 1929, the ad- 
vance guard of the invasion mov- 
ed north and by the following 
March the whole peninsula was 
swarming with the insects.. The 
poets then constituted a very seri- 
ous Menace to the Nile Valley and 
It was only’ the desperate efforts 
made to. destroy them which sav- 
ed Egypt.
